13. £3 Other: The remarks filed 04/04/201 1 are considered for the following reasons. Applicant argues Levi fails to disclose the two 
components of "differential updates" one used to "generate the updated data version" and one used to "repar data that is inconsistent" 
however the claimed language does not necessarily individualize these components. Because they are not defined individually, data 
which repairs an inconsistent version also generates updated data as the previous data was detected as corrupt and in need of update. 
Also - because the applicant does not define any granularity or details defining the differential update - even updating whole individual 
files within an entire image which are altered from the original reads upon differential update, let alone well-appreciated methods known 
in the art such as block-bv-block replacement or other differencing algorithms. While Levi does replace information on a server system, 
corruption detection and correction methods are well appreciated in the art at the time of the invention with respect to clients also as 
shown by Gary and the examiner maintains it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
use the data correction and update methods of Levi to operate on non-serving computers such as ones disclosed by Gary. . 
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
